The dinners at which the artistic

literary staff of Punch— most 
powerful and renowned of comic pa­ 
pers— have for many years gathered 
weekly for combined feslivit3’ and 
business, have become a unique and 
famous institution. 
A recent article in the Magazine 
of A r t relates their history and some 
of their most brilliant episodes and 
witticisms. 
Never surel}" 
was a 
happier mingling of play and pur­ 
pose than at some of these dinners, 
where often amid 
almost boyish 
frolic, laughter and flying personali­ 
ties of the freest and funniest kind, 
has been evolved the legend, motto 
and cartoon that a few days later 
have turned the force of wit to seri­ 
ous account in indicating or influ­ 
encing the policy of an empire.

From that point to 
Colorado Springs it is a down grade, 
and the distance from the Santa Fe 
yards in Denver to the station there 
is seventy-four miles. 
The conduc­
